Quotes History to Show 
“Human Capital” Has 
Built Up Nation. 


OBJECTS TO POLICY 
OF MINORITY RULE 


Attacks Sumptuary Statutes 
in an Address Before the 
Learned Societies. 


Attacking the restriction of immigra- 
tion in the light of history, Gov. Aikert 
C. Ritchis of Maryland last night be- 
fore a joint dinner of several of the 
organizations here for the convention 
of the American Council of Learned So- 
cieties declared that without the in- 
flux of manpower from Europe, the 
United States could never have grown 
as it has. 

The governor asserted that while it 
may be true that Europe is receiving 
from us now in monetary and credit 
extensions the sort of capital it needs, 
it is equaliy true that for two cen- 
turies we have been receiving from 
Europe the best form of capital Europe 
could give—human capital. 

On the program with Gov. Ritchie 
were Vincent Massey, Minister from 
Canada; Secretary of Commerce Hoover 
and Dr. Frederick Keppel, president of 
the Carnegie Foundation. They ad- 
dressed the joint dinner in the Willard 
Hotel of the American Historical As- 
sociation, the American Political 
Science Association, the Mississippi 
Valley Historical Association, the Agri- 
cultural History Society, the American 
Catholic Historical Association and the 
Bibliographical Society of America. 
Remember “Free State.” 


While makin7 his principal argument 
against the restriction of immigration, 
Gov. Ritchie did not forget the doc- 
trine which gave his State the name 
of “Free Stat~.” 

The governor declared that a broad 
knowiedge of historical background 
would make us realize when a proposal 
for what is called modern sumptuary 
legislation is made, how futile has been 
its invariabie record, since rulers or 
governmental agencies first preoccu- 
pied themsélves with the behavior of 
their subjects or people. 

By sumptuary legislation the speaker 
said that he meant legislation looking 
toward police enforcement of the ideas 
of the few as the duties of the many 
He said that if members of State legis- 
latures had a better knowledge of his- 
tory “the outlook for wholesome con- 
stitutional development in the United 
States would he reassuring.” 

Taking up the question of immigra- 
tion restriction, Gov. Ritchie declared 
that “it furnishes a striking example 
of the ineptitude which may char- 
acterize a policy where there is no real 
grasp of the historical factors involved.” 

The “human capital” which the 
United. States has been receiving from 
Europe has consisted, the governor said, 
“of full grown or at least nearly adult 
workers, and so we have escaped in 
considerable measure the heavy cost 
of raising, educating and feeding them 
through infancy and childhood, and 
the economic loss of infant mortality. "

DEMOCRATS LOSE SEAT! 


Santa Fe, N. Mex., Dec. 29 (A.P.).— 
Bronson Cutting, publisher of this city. 
today was appointed by Gov. R. D. Dil- 
lon as United States senator for New 
Mexico to fill the unexpired term of 
the late Senator Andrieus A. Jones. Mr 
Cutting, an Independent Republican, 
will take the place of a Democrat in 
the Senate. His term will expire in 
March, 1929. 

The appointment was made “on pop- 
ular demand,” said Gov, Dillon in his 
announcement. Mr. Cutting had “an 
overwhelming and State-wide indorse- 
ment from citizens in every walk of 
life” and was backed by a “great ma- 
jority” of former service men, said the 
governor. He explained that at no time 
had Mr. Cutting made an application 
for the place. 

“It is a heavy responsibility to be 
appointed to fill the unexpired term 
of one of the ablest and most devoted 
members of the United States Senate,” 
said Mr. Cutting wher informed of his 
appointment. “I can only say that my 
chief interest in life is the welfare of 
the people of New Mexico. For that 
reason I deeply appreciate the action of 
Gov. Dillon in giving me this oppor- 
tunity to serve them.” 

In his newspaper, the Santa Fe New 
Mexican, Mr. Cutting has oftentimes 
supported Democratic candidates for 
public office. He gave his editorial sup- 
port to the candidacy of Representative 
John Morrow (Democrat) at the last 
election. He was treasurer of the State 
central committee of the Progressive 
party from 1912 to 1914. 

The new senator was born in Oak- 


ale, Long Island, June 23, 1888, and 


is a graduate of Harvard University 
He has resided in New. Mexico since 
1910. In the World War he was com- 
missioned a captain and served as as- 
sistant military attache at the Amer- 
ican Embassy in London. He was 
awarded the British military cross for 
his services. 

No decision has been reached by Mr 
Cutting as to when he will depart for 
Washington, but he said he would be 
there for the opening of Congress fol- 
lowing its holiday recess.

OKLAHOMA SENATE DROPS 
IMPEACHMENT CHARGES 


Senators Decide House Has 
No. Right to Convene 
on Own Initiative. 


TROOPS ARE DEMOBILIZED 


Oklahoma City, Okla., Dec. 29 (A.P.). 
Oklahoma’s political insurrection, aimed 
at the removal from office of Gov. 
Henry S. Johnston and at least two 
other State officers, reached an unsuc- 
cessful end today. 

With dramatic suddenness the State 
senate brought its impeachment ac- 
tivities to a close by a dismissal of 
charges voted by house members 
against Gov. Johnston, Chief Justice 
Fred P. Branson, of the State Supreme 
Court, and Harry B. Cordell, president 
of the State Board of Agriculture. 

Meeting in a downtown hotel. to 
which they retreated yesterday after 
they had been dispersed at the doors 
of their capitol chamber by national 
guardsmen under the direction of the 
governor, the senators decided, by vote 
of 22 to 16, that the house of repre- 
sentatives had no authority to con- 
vene itself and vote the impeachment 
charges. 

Members of both houses, who had 
persisted in meeting despite a series 
of unfavorable decision by State courts 
and the military resistance, abandoned 
their activities abruptly after the sen- 
ate decision and began to depart for 
their homes, unpaid for their efforts. 

Shortly after the session had ad- 
journed, Gov. Johnston issued an order 
demobilizing the units of the Okla- 
homa National Guard, which first were 
called out December 12 to prevent the 
house of representatives from meeting 
in its chamber and voting impeach- 
ment charges. 

Several senators who spoke and voted 
for dismissal of the impeachment 
charges made it clear they did so, not 
because of friendship for the accused 
officials, but because Muse.

Guatemala City, Dec. 29 (A.P.).— 
Time is too fleeting for the bestowal 
of all the honors Guatemala desires to 
shower on Col. Charles A. Lindbergh. 
Now that he is here in the flesh, the 
bearer of the good will message from 
the United States is even a greater fig- 
ure in the eyes of Guatemalans than 
they had pictured him, reading of his 
exploits.

Then the chamber of commerce 
took him in hand followed by a recep- 
tion at the American Legation and 
later he was entertained by the Ro- 
tarians.

London, Dec. 29 (A.P.).—Airplanes 
and armored tanks are playing relief 
roles in England’s great storm—the 
fiercest blizzard in some parts that 
England has known in years. 

Bread and butter were dropped from 
the sky into Westerham and neighbor- 
ing villages in Kent, whose inhabitants 
are snow-imprisoned.

GREW OF BURNING GRAFT 
RESCUED IN LONELY oth 


Officers and 9 Natives, Driven 
Off Schooner: by Flames, 
Picked Up by Liner. 


BAREFOOT OILER A HERO 


San Francisco, Dec. 29 (A.P.).— 
Snatched from the shadow of death 
after a futile battle against flames 
which destroyed the motor schooner 
Doris Crane, far out in the South Seas, 
officers of the vessel arrived today to 
tell of their almost miraculous rescue 
through the chance passing of a 
steamer. 

The blazing craft in the dark of the 


night attracted attention of the liner 
Niagara, 35 miles away, and the white 
officers and nine native members of 
the crew were saved. The Doris Crane 
sank, the funeral pyre of a South Sea 
islander who lost his life battling the 
flames. 

“We were at breakfast December 19, 
nine days out of Fanning Island when 
we heard an explosion,” said Capt. Hiram 
C. Davison. “A can of gasoline had 
capsized in the engine room and the 
whole place became a mass of flames. 

“Two native oilers, Inaibo and Rerei, 
were inside, and I don’t see how they 
ever got out. Inaibo, & barefoot sav- 
age islander, was a hero. His own leg 
badly burned, he struggled out on deck 
dragging poor Rerei, who died shortly 
afterward. 

“We had no wireless and were 340 
miles from land. We couldn’t reach 
the pumps. The copra cargo and fuel 
tanks must have caught fire. We 
couldn’t stop the engines and the ship 
churned ahead for three hours. We 
sealed the engine room, bored holes in 
the decks and all hands got busy with 
buckets of water. We didn’t stop for 
nineteen hours and there was three 
feet of water in the holds when we 
left. 

“Two lifeboats were provisioned and 
we went over. at 2:30 the next morn- 
ing. It was dark and choppy. 
whole ship was beginning to burn and 
we hoped some one might see it, 
though those are lonely seas. In the 
darkness the steamer Niagara saw the 
flames 35 miles away. We fired dis- 
tress rockets, She looked mighty good 
as she came up to us.” 

The body of Rerei was left board and 
cremated with the ship. . The nine 
other natives in the crew were sent 
home to Suva and the Niagara landed 
the white officers at Honolulu. 


SPORTS ON SUNDAY 
ARE URGED BY BISHOP 


Dr. Manning Would Leave 
Young Folks Free After 
Worship Is Performed. 


New York, Dec. 29 (A, P.).—Declar- 
ing that “we need to banish the notion 
that religion is opposed to the happi- 
ness and joy of life,” Bishop William T 
Manning advocated Sunday sports today 
in a talk before the National Collegtate 
Athletic Association’s convention. 

“One of the great symbolic descrip- 
tions in the Bible describes the Holy 
City to us as ‘full of boys and girls 
playing in the streets thereof’ which 
suggests that we shall have our sports 
and recreations, or their equivalent, in 
the future life, as I certainly believe 
we shall. Therefore, while Sunday is 
the Lord’s day and on that day worship 
should have first place, my own view is 
that provided our boys and girls per- 
form their religious duties on that day 
they should then feel free to enjoy their 
tennis or golf or other sports. I believe 
it is pleasing to God for them to do 80.”

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SENATORS PROGRAM 
TD DELAY TAX BILL 


Says March Returns Estimate 
Will Be More Reliable Than 
Present Figures. 


WILL ELIMINATE PERIL 
OF NO CUT,.HE DECLARES 


Advocates Plan in Letter to 
Senator Smoot, Finance 
Committee Head. 


Senate Republican leaders who are 
seeking to defer final legislative action 
on the tax bill until after March 15— 
three months from the time it was 
disposed of by the House—yesterday 
received the full support of Secretary 
of the Treasury Mellon. 

Not only did the Secretary say that 
the “taxpayers and the Government 
have nothing to lose” by delaying 
action on the tax bill, but he added 
that, because the estimate of prob- 
able revenues, based on the returns 
payable March 15, “will be more re- 
liable than the present Treasury esti- 
mates,” the public “will be relieved of 
the risk of obtaining no tax reduction 
at all this year, or facing the even 
worse situation of a bill which pro- 
vides a reduction in excess of that 
which revenues permit.” 

Mellon's advocation of the plan was 
embodied in a letter to Senator Reed 
Smoot, of Utah, chairman of the Sen- 
ate finance committee, in which the 
tax bill now is being held. 

In view of the fact that the tax bill 
as passed by the House provides for 
a reduction of $290,000,000 in taxes— 
$65,000,000 greater than that recom- 
mended by the administration—Smoot 


asked the Secretary whether or not any 
additional information has been ob- 


inal estimates or whether they are still 
considered correct. Mellon replied that 
the matter had been gone over with 
the director of the budget and no rea- 
son seen to vary the estimates. 

“IT am satisfied,” the Secretary wrote, 
“based on existing, information, that 
estimates, if they err, err on the side 
of liberality.” 


Not Based on New Expenditures, 


Answering Smoot’s query as_ to 
whether or not the estimates take into 
account the probable expenditures 
called for by new legislation, the Sec- 
retary asserted that they do not, They 


do not even take into account the three 
measures passed by the House following 
its adoption of the tax bill, namely, 
tne alien property bill, the bill au- 
thorizing the purchase of the triangle 
in Washington for the erection of Fed- 
eral buildings, and the bill authorizing 
the expenditure of an additional $10,- 
000,0000 a year for public buildings. 
These three measures alone call for 
$25,000,000 to $85,000,000 expense in 
1929. 

“A hew and serious situation” has 
been created, the Secretary believes, be- 
cause of the “disregard of the official 
estimates” by the House in adopting 
a “revenue bill which fails to provide 
revenue adequate to meet expenditures 
as presented in the budget.” He ap- 
peaied to the Senate for aid, declaring 
“that unless the Senate modifies the 
tax reduction provided for in the House 
bill, and unless the two houses ul- 
timately agree to limit tax reduction 
to the figure recommended by the 
budget message, estimated receipts will 
not be adequate to meet estimated ex- 
penditures as submitted in the budget.” 


Democrats to Fight. 


After giving his sanction to defer- 
ring the tax bill until March 15 and 
adding that “in the usual course of 
congressional action it would not pass 
until very near that date anyway,” the 
Secretary explained: “It is, therefore, 
of no consequence except as the first 
installments, payable on March 15, may 
be affected, whether the bill becomes 
a law in March or in April. 

“It is true that if the bill becomes 
law on the later date, then March 15 
payments will have to be made on the 
basis of the revenue act of 1926. But it 
is perfectly possible, without inconven- 
ience to adjust any subsequent re- 
duction in rates to the installments re- 
maining unpaid and falling due on 
June 15, September 15 and December

‘SUN TELLS INABILITY

Gen. Kuang. Expected to Be 
Wu’s Successor as the 
Foreign Minister. 


Shanghai, Dec. 29 (A.P.).—Two im- 
portant resignations in. the Nanking 
nationalist government today appeared 
tc presage a long rumored reorganiza- 
tion of the government, which is ex- 
pected to follow upon a conference of 
leading nationalists in Nanking next 
month. : 

Dr. C. C. Wu, for the past six months 
the most prominent of nationalist of- 
ficials in their relations with the foreign 
powers, resigned as foreign minister, 
while Dr. Sun Fo, son of the late re- 
publican lead>or, Dr. Sun Yat Sen, re- 
signed as minister of finance. 

In both cases the retiring ministers 
declared that conditions made it im- 
possible for them to work out their 
programs in their respective depart- 
ments and that consequently they feit 
it proper for them to withdraw. 

Dr. Wu’s successor is expected to be 
Gen. Kuang Fu, who was acting minis- 
ter of foreign affairs in the Peking gov- 
ernment of 1923. He recently resigned 
aS mayor of Shanghai. T. V. Soong, 
finance minister of the nationalist gov- 
ernment set up in Canton last year, ts 
expected to become the new finance 
minister. Soong is the brother of Miss 
Meiling Soony, who recently was mar- 
ried to Gen. Chiang Kai-Skek, the na- 
tionalist leader. 


Chiang Going to Nanking. 


Chiang Kai-Shek, who came out of 
his retirement several weeks ago onthe 
request of the Nationalist leaders to 
take over the reins of government in 
a civil capacity, will go to Nanking on 
January 3 and again will assume his 
post as generalissimo of the Nationalist 
armies. It was as Nationalist generalis- 
simo that he won his greatest fame 
last year in the Nationalist sweep on 
the Yangtze Valley. 

Chiang Kai-Shek and his associates 
‘have applied to Shanghai bankers for 
, $15,000,000 Mexican for financing a 


;new military campaign against the 


‘Northern government. It is reported 
that the bankers have agreed to supply 
$5,000,000 Mexican immediately and the 
remainder at a later date. 

In presenting his resignation, Sun 
Fo said that he was not able to balance 
the budget. It is understood that his 
retirement was precipitated by the 
recent actions of the provinces of 
Chekiang and Anhwei in declaring 
their virtual financial independence of 
the Nanking government and in stop- 
ping heavy payments which they have 
been making to Nanking. 

These two provinces have assumed 
control of their provincial taxation 
which has resulted in severe financial 
embarrassment to the Nationalist gov- 
ernment. 

Another development in the. ever- 
changing Chinese situation today was 
the return of Gen. Li Chai-Sum to the 
City of Canton/*whence his forces were 
ousted last month by a coup d'etat 
staged by a subordinate, Gen. Chang 
Fak-Wei. Canton since then has un- 
dergone terrific upheavals in -which 
thousands of persons were. killed. 
Chang Fak-Wei in turn was ousted by 
a Communist revolt early this month: 
the Communists, after ruthless slaught- 
er,. were crushed by Chang Fak-Wei’s 
counterassault and now he finally has 
been forced to evacuate the city by his 
returning erstwhile commander, Li 
Chai-Sum. General Li is regarded as 
one of the more moderate of the 
Nationalists. 


Son of Envoy Here. 


Dr. C. C. Wu, who is the son of Dr, 
Wu Ting-Fang, a former Chinese min- 
ister at Washington, was educated in 
the United States. He returned to 
China in 1904 and entered the public 
service playing a prominent part in 
foreign affairs.

government as distinct from that at 
Hankow early in 1927. 

Dr. Wu has been an opponent of the 
communists for some time and only 
recently blamed Soviet Russia for the 
Canton communist uprising. Dr. Wu 
also recently urged the American au- 
thorities to bar any loa> by Americans 
to Japan on the security of the South 
Manchurian Railway, declaring that 
Japan was using the railway as ‘‘an in- 
strument of imperialism.” 

Dr. Sun Fo also is American educated, 
having been a student at the University 
of California and Columbia University.

Senator Tom Anglin, Holdenville, one 
of the strongest bulwarks of defense 
against the assault on! the office of 
the governor, sdid that “Johnston is no 
governor at all,” but argued against the 
Pp of a course of action’ which 
he felt would result in dual government 
and chaotic conditions in the State. 
Senator Anglin was president pro. tem- 
pore of the senate that convicted for- 
mer Gov. J. C. Walton on impeachment 
charges four years ago, and later fre- 
quently acted as governor during ab- 
sences from the State of Gov. M. E. 
Trap. 

Senator W. J. Otjen, of Enid, a Re- 
publican leader, and Senator Guy L 
Andrews, of McAlester, both of whom 
insisted on the senate’s power to con- 
vene itself as a court of impeachment, 
rallied to the view that the house pos- 
sessed no self-convening power. It was 
on Senator Andrews’ motion that the 
impeachment .charges were dismissed. 

Gov. Johnston tonight characterized 
as a further vindication for the “or- 
derly processes of government” the ac- 
tion of the State senate in dismissing 
the impeachment charges. 

“Their votes today ‘sustained the po- 
sition that I have steadfastly held since 
the beginning of the agitation, which 
is that the house members had no 
right to convene themselves and they 
were not a lawful assembly. I deem it 
an indorsement of the decision of our 
Supreme Court upon that point, which 
decision it has been my duty to uphold 
as the chief executive officer of the 
State.” 

Chief Justice Branson has held 
throughout that the specia. session of 
the legislature was illegal and his 
opinion on the subject was followed 
by inferior State courts. Mr. Cordell, 
a former member of the Senate, had 
accepted the jurisdiction of that body 
to try him and had asked that the 
charges against him be heard. Six 
specific counts were voted against the 
governor by house members who met 
before dawn December 13, in a down- 
town hotel after troops had prevented 
their attempt to convene at the capitol. 

The first count charged unwarranted 
use of military authority in calling out 
troops’ to prevent the house session;

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Motion to Save Quitclaim 
Deed for Sinclair Fails 
at Cheyenne. 


AN APPEAL IS INDICATED 


Cheyenne, Wyo., Dec. 29 (A.P.).— 
Teapot Dome, rich Wyoming oil field, 
was transferred back to the United 
States Navy today, the final step in 
the cancellation of the lease on the 
property which the Government 


’| charged Harry F. Sinclair, oil magnate, 


obtained through fraudulent dealings 
with Albert B, Fall, former Secretary 
of the Interior. 

The transfer was accomplished 
through a formal decree entered in 
Federal Distries Court here by Judge 
T. Blake Kennedy. It carried out the 
mandate of the United States Supreme 
Court, which had sustained the alle- 
gations of fraud and ordered the lease 
canceled. 

In losing all rights and title to the 
naval oil reserve Sinclair failed in an 
effort to salvage perhaps a million dol- 
lars from the wreckage. 

Judge Kennedy overruled a motion 
of counsel for the Mammoth Oil Co., 
a Sinclair concern, which sought to 
have inserted in the decree a provision 
that a quit-claim deed to land in the 
reserve, delivered by the company to 
the United States as a prerequisite to 
the lease, should be returned. 

Owen J. Roberts, of Government 
counsel, resisted the motion and the 
court declined to incorporate the pro- 
viso in the cancellation order. 

While counsel for the Government 
characterized the quit claim as prob- 
ably “worthless,” other appraisements 
of its worth have been as high as $1,- 
000,000. Judge Kennedy, in denying 
the petition of Sinclair’s counsel for 
the incorporation of the proviso for the 
return of title to oil placer locations 
made in the reserve area prior to its 
withdrawal from entry, said he “would 
not go outside the mandate of*the Su- 
preme Court of the United States in 
saying what shall be done here.” 

This action of the court left the 
United States in possession of the quit 
claim and possession, therefore of title 
to the reserve which is undisputed save 
by the Mammoth’s assertion of right to

Congress Plans Heard. 


The association heard a paper by 
Fremont P. Wirth, of the George Pea- 
body College for Teachers, in which 
he declared that one of the fundamen- 
tal objectives of teaching history in the 
public schools is training for citizen- 
ship in a democracy. He declared it is 
not the purpose to fit the individual 
into society, but rather to enable him 
to make his own place.

"BUREAUCRAT SLOGAN 
ATTAGKED BY EAST MAR 


Railway Expert Tells Science 
Delegates Commissions Are 
Needed by Nation. 


EXPLAINS THEIR VALUE 


Scoffing at the fear of “Government 
bureaucracies,” Interstate Commerce 
Commissioner Joseph B. Eastman yes- 
terday declared before the American 
Political Science Association, meeting 
at the Mayflower Hotel, that inde- 
pendent commissions are the evolu- 
tionary product of public need, and 
that there is no other way in which 
such needs can be met. 

Independent commissions ought not 
to be created without a real public 
need, he said, and any time they are 
not serving such a need they ought to 
be abolished. But there can not be too 
many to the extent that they are 
required by the public interest, East- 
man added. 

Catch phrases and slogans such as 
“government bureaucracies” are danger- 
ous, inflammable substances to be 
handled with caution, he said, and are 
often used for ulterior purposes. 

“I ask only that before the bureau- 
cracy slogan is accepted at face value 
there be some careful consideration of 
the vital underlying question of public 
need,” Eastman continued. 

The need for_a commission artses 
when the legislative body finds that 
particular conditions call for continual 
and very frequent acts of legislation, 
based on a uniform and consistent 
policy, he explained, which in them- 
selves require intimate and expert 
knowledge of numerous and complex 
facts, a knowledge which can only ‘be 
obtained by processes of patient, 
impartial and continued investigation. 
The work of independent commis- 
sions combine the functions of the 
three distinct branches of government, 
he said, and to some extent are con- 
trolled by all three branches—the 
executive, legislative and judicial. 

The general rules which Congress 
lays down are often so exceedingly 
broad and general as to afford wide 
latitude of action, and while the com- 
mission’s function is administrative in 
theory, it borders closely in reality upon 
the legislative. 

Commisisons have two important ad- 
vantages in serving the public interest, 
Eastman said. First, the tribunal can 
be utilized by Congress as an expert ad- 
visory body, and second, it is provided 
that commissions shall exercise their 
powers, in general, only after investi- 
gation conducted with the thorough- 
ness of judicial proceedings. No such 
restriction, he pointed out, circum- 
scribes the acts of Congress. 

The reasons which impel Congress 
to create a commission for the purpose 
of administering certain general legis- 
lative rules, are by logical extension the 
reasons which impel it to impose vari- 
ous duties of a strictly executive 
judicial nature upon such commission, 
he declared. 

Where it is obvious that some specia! 
agencies or tribunals are necessary, 
Eastman said, either independent or de- 
pendent commissions must be created. 

In answer to suggestions,that the 
commissions should be-dlependent upon 
some branch of the executive depart- 
ment, or made a “part of the adminis- 
tration,” Eastman said that they could 
not in that manner keep their nort- 
partisan make-up. The cold neutrality 
of commissions shold be kept free of 
the sway of administrative policy, he 
declared.

Instability Leads to Political 
and Social Discontent, ' 
Kemmerer Says. 


UNIVERSITY SPEAKER 
PREDICTS LEGISLATION 


Intelligent Managerial Control 
Necessary for Employment, 
secretary of Labor Says. 


The world must learn to stabilize the 
gold standard of money or devise some 
other monetary standard to take its 
place, Prof. E. W. Kemmerer, of Princé- 
ton University, told the Stable Money 
Association last night upon being 
inducted into the presidency of the 
association at the Washington Hotel. 
For present-day conditions, the gold 
standard is probably the best monetary 
Standard that has yet been devised, he 
said, but there is no defect in the 
world’s economic organization more 
serious than the fact the unit of value 
used is not a thing with a fixed value, 
but a fixed weight of gold with a 
widely varying value. 

Under present-day conditions, he 
said, currency instability is a gigantic 
engine of wealth redistribution that 
taxes property from one class, without 
reason, and gives it to another. 

hether inflating or deflating, this 
great engine of wealth redistribution is 
always pouring forth the poisonous gas 
of social and political discontent, Prof. 
Kemmerer declared. 

Willford I. King, of the University of 
ew York, told the meeting that the 
great majority of the economists of the 
United States are now agreed that the 
value of the dollar ought to be 
Stabilized and that stabilization is 
feasible. The trend of public senti- 
ment in this direction is so strong that 
it seems probable that legislative action 


will be taken in the relatively near 
future, he said. 


Bank Credit Held Factor. 


The prime purpose in fixing the value 
of the dollar is not to eliminate the 
business cycle, he said, for it is doubt- 
ful whether stabilization can do more 
than lessen the magnitude of the cycli- 
cal fluctuations in industry. What it 
really can and will do, he declared, is 
to establish a standard of deferred pay- 
ments which will assure at least rough 
justice in the relations between debtor 
and creditor. It will also prevent the 
disturbances inevitable when the pur- 
chasing power of salaries, wages, inter- 
est, rent, life insurance payments, and 
other fixed money incomes are upset by 
inflation or deflation of the circulating 
medium, he emphasized. 

Secretary of Labor James J. Davis, 
who presided at the meeting, declared 
that he was not convinced on the sub- 
ject of linking price levels and employ- 
ment together, and developing a defi- 
nite relationshi, between them. If it is 
possible to fix the ratio between the 
dollar and what it will buy, the em- 
ployer and worker would immediately 
be put in the position of thinking and 
talking the same thing, Secretary Davis 
said, and many difficulties would be 
settled. In most wage disputes, he said, 
the employer insists on talking about 
dollars, while the worker is thinking of 
what the dollar will buy. 

Bank credit is an infinitely more im- 
portant factor ‘han per capita circula- 
tion or circulation based on the volume 
of commodities in. the market, or the 
price of those commodities Secretary 
Davis said. 


Intelligent Management Needed, 


Magnus W. Alexander, president of 
the National Industrial Conference 
Board, told the meeting that intelli- 
gent managerial control, rather than 
artificial manipulation of the supply of 
money and credit, is necessary for the 
stabilization of employment. . 

While prices and employment show 
a tendency to rise and fall together, he 
said, it does not prove the existence of 
& relation of cause and effect, but 
rather a phenomenon to be attributed 
to the fact that the movement of both 
prices and employment expresses re- 
sults arising from much deeper causes, 
and is indicative of the common source 
of many influences to which both re- 
spond, 

Management in industry is steadily 
drawing away from the idea that vio- 
lent fluctuations in market demand, fn 
production and in the volume of labor 
employed are unavoidable handicaps 
that may be at times surmounted, but 
are impossible of removal, Alexander 
said.* Modern cost accounting has uti- 
covered many heretofore unrecognized 
items of waste directly chargeable to 
irregularity of regulation, and is dis- 
covering ways of coping with these new 
problems as they arise, he pointed out. 

The expansion of our foreign mar- 
kets, with their different seasons of ac- 
tivity, is proving no small factor in 
keeping many industries on a more 
even keel, he said.

Southern Labor Policies 
Hit by College Experts 


Exploitation of Workers and Lack of Safety and Health 
Measures Held Accountable for Rapid 
Industrial Development. 


Exploitation of labor and cheap raw 
materials largely are contributing to the 
rapid industrial development of the 
Southern States, Broadus Mitchell, of 
Johns Hopkins University, told the 
American Association for Labor Legis- 
— at the Washington Hotel yester- 

y. 

He demanded that the South be com- 
pelled to relinquish its industrial dif- 
ferential and accept national labor 
standards. Pointing out that the South- 
ern States are lagging behind the rest 
of the country in the adoption of meas- 
ures to protect the safety and health 
of wage earners, he declared their major 
competitive advantage over other parts 
of the country lies in lower wages and 
longer hours for employes. 

It was pointed out that the five 
States of the Union without any acci- 
dent compensation laws are all in the 
South—Arkansas, Florida, Mississippi, 
North Carolina and South Carolina. 

Prof. Thomas W. Pollard, of the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina, declared the 
South needs a constructive and intelli- 
gent policy toward social legislation to 
change the conditions under which the 
Southern worker receives less money, 
works longer hours and has less pro- 
tection than those of any other section 
of the country. 

John B. Andrews, secretary of the 
association, reported that many laws 
covering accident prevention, accident 
compensation, old-age pensions, pre- 
vention of mine explosions and mater- 
nity protection had been passed 
throughout the country in the last 
year. The outstanding labor achieve- 


ment of the year was the passage of 
the Federal longshoremen’s compensa 
tion act, he said, and the association 
will work for the enactment of the 
workmen’s compensation law now be- 
fore Co ‘ 

The need of legislation to compel 
precautionary m to prevent 
needless coal-mine accidents also was 
stressed by Andrews. 

Prof. Irving Fisher, of Yale, called 
attention to the growing interest in 
international credit control as a reme- 
dy for unemployment, and to the the- 
ory that unemployment is largely 
caused by deflation of prices brought 
about by unsound policies of money 
contraction. Both inflation and defia- 
tion should be avoided by a system of 
international credit control, he be- 
lieves,

At the afternoon meeting, Clarence 
E. Martin, president of the association, 
gave an address on “The American Ju- 
diciary and Religious Freedom.” All 
lovers of religious liberty owe a debt of 
gratitude to the American courts, he 
said, for unfailingly protecting and per- 
petuating the right, peculiar to the 
United States, which guarantees to 
every one the right to worship his God 
in the manner he himself desires, The 
American courts have, whenever occa- 
sion offered, steered the ship of state 
away from the rocks of inequality and 
bigotry, Martin declared.

REORGANIZATION PLAN 
URGED FOR GOVERNMENT 


Administration’s Weak Points 
Discussed at Political 
Science Forum. 


ECONOMY NOTE SOUNDED 


Administrative reorganization of the 
Government should be affected by 
gradual steps taken in a well-designed 
plan of general reorganization, accord- 
ing to the consensus of opinion ex- 
pressed yesterday at a round-table dis- 
cussion by the American Political 
Science Association, held at the May- 
flower Hotel. 

One of the most important phases 
of the proposed reorganization has to 
do with the engineering, constructional 
and architectural activities of the Fed- 
eral Government, L. W. Wallace, execu- 
tive secretary of the AmePfan Engi- 
neering Council, told the meeting. 
There is material weakness in the 
present administration of these -activi- 
ties, he said, pointing out that some 
26 subdivisions of the Government 
carry on these activities on more or 
less elaborate scales. He also called 
attention to the fact that there are 
fourteen subdivisions that have author- 
ity for and receive appropriations for 
the building of highways. This has 
led to ineffectiveness and unnecessary 
expenditures, he declared. 

Although opposition is expected from 
the War Department and the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, Wallace said that 
passage of the Wyant bill to transfer 
those departments’ engineering activi- 
ties to the Department of the Interior 
would be a forward step in reorganiza- 
tion. Under the proposed plan, he 
said, the members of the Engineer 
Corps of the Army would have the op- 


portunity of gaining the experience in, 


many lines of engineering and con- 
struction which would broaden them 
more than the restricted line of 
rivers and harbors work as at present 

Mr. Wallace further pointed out that 
the proposed plan would enable long- 


time planning of public works on the! 


part of the Government and it is 
anticipated that an advisory board 
would be formed which would make 
provisions for carrying on public con- 
Struction during periods of business 
depression. This would enable the 
Government to secure labor and ma- 
teflals at less than peak prices and 
realize a saving on its operations, he 
pointed out. It is clearly evident that 
a general reorganization of the Gov- 
ernment would undoubtedly lead to 
preater effectiveness and economy, 
Wallace said, and is particularly true 
with reference to the public works 
functions of the Federal Government.

NORTON STRIKES BLOW

Trained Men Have Been Dis- 
placed by Vote-Getters, 
He Tells Scientists. 


For. lack of applying the analytical 
process to government phenomena the 
American people continue to honor men 
who, in the commercial world, would be 
banished for their shortcomings, James 
T. Young, of the Jniversity of Penn- 
sylvania, yesterday told the American 
Political Science Association at its 
meeting at the Mayflower in connection 
with the convention of the American 
Council of Learned Societies. 

Prof. Young’s paper followed one by 
Henry Kittredge Norton, of Irvington, 
N. Y., in which he deplored the move- 
ment toward open diplomacy. and 
pleaded for greater education of 
democracies in the workings of diplo- 
macy. 

“It would be difficult to find a men- 
tal power which is more urgently need- 
ed and more generally lacking than the 
analytical process as used in govern- 
ment phenomena,” said Prof. Young. 


‘Would any large corporation tolerate a 


slipshod, inaccurate laboratory test by 
its chemist? Yet we as a people re- 
peatedly accept and promote men in 
public whose chief ability is the promis- 
cuous and attractive use of indefinite 
terms, 

“If any company were led to make a 
heavy investment in plant and facili- 
ties upon the basis of a faulty or hon- 
estly mistaken analysis by a technical 
expert it would instantly part with 
him. 


Elected for Distortion. 


“If a political expert can arouse our 
emotions by a mistaken or a purpose- 
ly distorted analysis of alleged facts 
we—elect him mayor. 

“The study of Government lends it- 
self especially to critical comparisons 
and contrasts. The material present 
constantly requires this sifting process. 

“Here one must distinguish between 
custom: and statute, between funda- 
mental and superficial law, between 
honest reasoning and spurious ‘ra- 
tionalizing,’ between clean-cut state- 
ments and weasel words, between the 
slow gradual forces of construction and 
the appeal to blind destructive preju- 
dice.” by 

Mr. Norton in his paper, declared 
that “two striking examples of the evil 
results of public participation in diplo- 
matic negotiations” are the peace coh- 
ference at Paris, “which, instead of 
making peace, made war under the 
guise of the treaties,” and the Geneva 
conference on naval disarmament, 
“which, instead of bringing about naval 
limitation, has ushered in a new naval 
race between Great Britain and Amer- 
ica. 

“There has been a continued exten- 
sion of democratic control over the 
diplomatic process,” continued Mr. Nor- 
ton. “The man who can command par- 
liamentary majorities has tended to 
supersede the trained and experienced 
diplomat in the conduct of interna- 
tional relations. 

“The new diplomacy is a diplomacy 
of politicians working under the neces- 
sity of maintaining constant legislative 
approval. The supreme sanction is 
never the proper solution of the prob- 
lem in hand, but the approval of the 
uninformed majority at home. 

“Democracy must educate itself to 
diplomacy as it is attempting to educate 
itself on the question of war. The two 
are essentially parts of the same proc- 
ess and if democracy undertakes to say 
when it will make war and when it wil! 
not, it must learn the intricacies of 
world politics and acquire a new poise 


-and a new maturity in handling them.’ 


Federal Aid Is Sought 


For Historical Research 


Systematic Federal aid in historical 
research was urged yesterday by John 
C. Fitzpatrick, acting chief of the divi- 
sion of manuscripts of the Library of 
Congress, before a meeting of the pub- 
lic archives committee at the Willard 
Hotel. 

The United States has done very little 
to aid or encourage historical research, 
in comparison with what it has done in 
other research fields, he asserted. 

He pointed out that scientific and in- 
dustrial research has been supported 
and subsidized most generously, with 
$20,000,000 a year being spent along 
these lines, and entire bu*eaus of the 
Government devoted to such activities. 

On a concept of duty, he said, offi- 
cilals of the Congressional Library on 
their own initiative have endeavored to 
aid scholars and investigators by ac- 
quiring and preserving the historical 
records of America, by -publishing lists 
of material and by personal service to 
investigators at all times. He urged, 
however, that the Government could, 
without incurring the charge of extrav- 
agance, formulate a plan of steady and 
systematic aid.

Debt by U. S.: 


Revision of the debt settlements for 
the good of both America and its Eu- 
ropean creditors was prédicted by Prof. 
E. L. Bogart, of the University of Illi- 
nois, and Representative A. Piatt An- 
drew, of Massachusetts, before a meet- 
ing last night of the American Econom- 
ics Association at the Washington 
Hotel. 

Representative Andrew declared that 
he had “too much confidence in the 
judgment and conscience of the Amer- 
ican people” to believe that the debt 
settlements would stand, and the econ- 
omist foresaw t’e time when American 
public opinion based on a new concept 
of internati nal relations would de- 
mand their alteration. 

Prof. Bogart treated the subject as 
it would appear to an economist in 
1984, when the last -f the 62 annual 
installments on the British debt would 
be due. He said that to his surprise 
he found that the debt payments had 
by that time long since ceased, and 
then, tracing back as from that year, 
he studied “he reasons for the revision. 

A study of the documents seemed to 
show, he seid, that, in spite of the 
alarm expressed by certain interests 
over the flooding of American markets 
by cheap European exports, the econo- 
mic effects of debt payment on public 
finance and industry in the United 
States was negligible. 

So large were the public revenues, 
the foreign trade, and the national in- 
come of the American people that the 
annual instalments received from our 
European debtors, averaging only $204,- 
000,000 a year for the first decade, 
constituted only a drop in the bucket 
and were easily absorbed, he said. 

On the other hand, the withdrawal 
of this wealth from the debtor coun- 
tries was a severe burden to them and 
retarded, though it did not prevent, 
their economic recovery. 

There was thus a disproportion be- 
tween the benefit to the United States 
and the burden’ upon the debtor na- 
tions, according to the speaker. 

The movement for revision, the pro- 
fessor said, which was purely American 
in its inception, seemed, as viewed 
from the year 1894, to have been a 
popular movement based primarily on 
moral considerations, although it was 
also influenged by the development of 
@ new foreign policy looking toward the 
establishment of more cordial inter- 
national relations. | 

Although he did not commit him- 
self, it was evident from this treatment 
of the subject, that Professor Bogart 
considered that the revision of the 
existing funding agreements would in- 
evitably occur before the expiration of 
the 62 years, and probably within the 
next decade. 

“The loan of material in a 
catastrophe to protect both lender and 
borrower from mortal danger is essen- 
tially different from an ordinary busi- 
ness loan,” Representative Andrew as- 
serted in predicting the revision of the 


“In arranging for the settlement of 
such loan, the Congress, with a spirit 
of fairness and wisdom, instructed the 
debt funding commission to devise such 
terms as they believed ‘to be just,’ and 
Congress, trusting that they had done 
so, rapidly and blindly accepted the 
commission’s recommendations with lit- - 
tle scrutiny and without the slightes 
change,” Mr. Andrew continued, 

“Careful study of the commission’s 
reports reveals, however, no evidence 
that the commission devoted any atten- 
tion to the equities that were involved. 
It shows only that they followed the 
easiest way, rested their case on the 
letter of the law, demanded the ‘due 
and forfeit of the bond,’ and reduced 
the tedium of their labors by stand- . 
ardizing the supposed requirements of 
justice into a single formula. 

“So far as settlements with our lead- 
tng partners in the war were concerned, 
this formula demanded repayment of 
the principal and their borrowings in 
full, together with as much interest as 
it was estimated these countries might 
be capable of paying during 62 years, 
in addition to interest for the 8 or 9 
years already elapsed. 

“The prosperity of Europe is worth 
more to the United States in dollars 
and cents than the repayment of all 
of the war loans put together. But tke 
United States is interested in «& 
prosperous Europe, not merely as a 
market for the surplus output of our 
farms and factories, although that has 
a bearing on our own prosperity, and 
not merely as a stabilizing influence 
upon business throughout the world, 
although that likewise is important for 
our own business. 

“The prosperity of Europe is of even 
greater concern to the United States 
because of the possible contagion of 
unrest and revolution which discontent 
in Europe might. foster and because of 
the crucial importance to all of the. 
Western World of continued peace, and 
of orderly political and social progress. 

“In so far as the burden of these 
war-born payments retards the return 
of the"Old World to normal economic 
and political conditions, the money 
which we may receive will be debased 
with ‘a pernicious alloy.” |

TAX BILL SHOULD WAIT. 


Secretary Mellon’s letter to Senator Smoot 
sounds a warning against premature and ex- 
cessive tax reduction, The House bill would 
make a reduction of $38,000,000 under the 
small surplus that is expected in 1929. Mr. 
Mellon not only opposes this excessive cut, but 
strongly recommends that the tax reduction 
bill be held over until after March 15, when 
the Treasury will be in a position to make more 
definite estimates as to the income of the 
calendar year 1927, upon which taxes will be 
paid during the first half of the fiscal year 
1929 

The tax reduction proposed by Secretary 
Mellon and approved by President Coolidge was 
based upon the estimated expenditures as em- 
bodied in the budget, leaving a margin of 
safety also for extraordinary appropriations 
which Congress may decide to make. Among 
the extra items are flood control, purchase of 
the Mall Triangle, increase of the Navy, re- 
turn of alien property, and agricultural relief. 

It would be utter folly for Congress to rush 
through a tax bill carrying excessive reduc 
tions in revenue only to be faced by a deficit 
or the necessity of postponing needed appro- 
priations. Will the farmers be satisfied to 
wait for relief, and content themselves with 
tax reduction? Will the public look with 
complacence upon neglect of the national de- 
fenses, and accept in lieu of safety a reduction 
of taxes? What will the country say if tax 
reduction should make it impossible to start 
the work of flood control? As for the Mall 
Triangle, postponement of this work will 
merely mean added loss to the Government in 
rentals and cost of land, thus offsetting a large 
degree of tax reduction. 

The only sensible course to pursue is that 
advocated by Senator Smoot and heartily in- 
dorsed by Secretary Mellon. That is to post- 
pone enactment of the tax bill until after March 
15, and then to fix the total reduction at a 
figure that will not create a deficit after the 
urgency measures have been cared for.

* CANADA ENCOURAGES FLYING, 

The Canadian government has annonnced 
that it will grant, under certain specified condi- 
tions, fully equipped airplanes to civil aviation 
clubs having at least 30 active members and 
maintaining an approved flying field or seaport 
station. The planes will be of the Moth type. 
Each organization to be eligible for the grant 
must own suitable hangars, must have the 
services of a pilot, an instructor and a licensed 
air engineer, must have ten members qua!tified 
pilots, with the remainder prepared to qualify. 
If in the second year the club adds another 
airplane to its equipment the government wil) 
match it with the gift of another Moth, For 
each pilot who qualifies the government will 
grant the club $100 with a maximum of $3,000 
per club annually. 

This constitutes a far-seeing plan. Through 
it Canada will. build up a competent flying re- 
serve at a minimum of expense. The urge to 
fly has become most powerful of recent months. 
Thousands of young men, both in this country 
and Canada, thrilled by the accomplishments 
of the various long-distance fliers, would wel- 
come the opportunity to learn to fly. The 
stumblingblock, so far, has been lack of equip- 
ment. A course at a flying school is expensive. 
Furthermore, many flying schools are unre- 
liable. It has not been easy, so far, to gain 


proficiency in this newest art. 


Young Canadians now need only to join an 
aviation club in order to secure the best of 
equipment and instruction under competent 
personnel, Undoubtedly there will be a rush to 
take advantage of the opportunity. The United 
States might. well borrow the scheme. The 
value of a competent reserve flying personnel 
can not be overestimated.

westward to Utah. Pressure is high and ris- 
ing over the Canadian Northwest, the north- 
ern. Rocky Mountain region, the Plains States, 
and the upper Mississippi Valley, Edmonton, 
Alb., 30.46 inches, and pressure is high from 
Newfoundland southward to Bermuda. During 
the last 24 hours rains have occurred from the 
Mississippi River eastward to the Atlantic 
coast, and in the Pacific States, and rains 
and snows are reported from the upper lake 
region, the extreme upper Mississippi Valley, 
the northern Plains States, and the Rocky 
Mountain and Plateau regions. Temperatures 
have risen in the Atlantic States, and have 
fallen decidedly over the northern Rocky 
Mountain region, the Plains States, the upper 
Mississippi Valley, and the upper Lake region. 

The outlook is for considerable cloudiness on 
Friday in States east of the Mississippi River, 
and for increasing cloudiness on Saturday, fol- 
lowed by rain over southern districts and snow 
or rain over northern districts. It will be 
colder on apts A in the Ohio Valley and the 
lower lake region, and slightly colder Friday 
night in the.

Salvage Work to Continue 
All Winter, It Is Indicated 


Boston, Dec. 29. (A.P.).—Indications 
that the salvage work on the sunken 
submarine S-4 would continue all win- 
ter were given here today by Rear Ad- 
miral Frank H. Brumby, commanding 
the salvage fleet now assembled off 
Provincetown. 

He said on his arrival here on the 
Coast Guard cutter Tuscurara that he 
was en route to his New London home 
to pack enough clothes to last him 
through the winter, which he expects 
to spend on the diving ship Falcon, 
now anchored near the spot where the 
S-4 sank. 

“I left New London on an hour’s 
notice 12 days ago, with only the 
clothes I have on,” he said, pointing 
to his submarine suit, an outfit of 
coarse woolen cloth which is worn by 
the enlisted personnel of the submarine 
service. A gray golf cap topped this 
uniform. 

Admiral Brumby reported to Rear Ad- 
miral Phillip Andrews, commandant 
at the Boston Navy Yard, that diving 
operations had to be suspended about 
noon today because of unfavorable

Belize, British Honduras, Dec. 29 
(A:P.).—Col. Charles A. Lindbergh has 
notified the government that he ex- 
pects to fly from Guatemala City to 
Belize between December 30 and 
January 1. If possible, he will land 
and» accept the governor’s hospitality, 
but if the landing field should be in- 
adequate he will circle over the city 
and then continue south to San Sal- 
vador. 

The only landing ground available 
here is a large sports field. There are 
no hangars and no land plane has ever 
made a landing here. Several Ameri- 
can seaplanes have landed in the 
harbor at various times. Col. Lind- 
bergh is planning to decide whether 
or not he will make a landing after 
making a personal judgment of the 
sports field from the air. 

A holiday has been declared for to- 
morrow in the hope that Col. Lindbergh 
will decide to land. Temporary ob- 
stacles at the prospective landing field, 
placed there for the horse races, were 
being removed this afternoon to give 
him a clear landing field.

Nonstop From Havana. 


Asheville, N. C., Dec. 29 (A.P.)—

Louis Field at 2:35 p. m. today and 
remained overnight.

The 
second stop was at Muskogee, where 
she landed at 11:15 a. m. She departed 
at 11:31 for St. Louis. This was Mrs. 
Lindbergh’s second visit here in nine 
days. She arrived December 19 on her 
flight to Mexico and left the next day.

NEW NORWAY ENVOY 


Minister Halvard Huitfeld 
Bachke Presents Letters of 
Credence From King. 


The letters of credence of the newly 
appointed Minister of Norway to the 
United States, Halvard Huitfeld Bach- 
ke, were received by President Coolidge

HICKMAN FRIGHTENED 
BY CROWD IN COURT

and the exchange of bullets which re- 
sulted in the death of the druggist 
arid the wounding of Hant and a police 
officer. 

Hickman appeared in two courts to- 
day in company with his lawyer, Walsh. 

First he was taken into the court of 
Municipal Judge Myron Westover, where 
a complaint charging kidnaping issued 
early in the search for the abducted 
schoolgirl, was dismissed to make way 
for action on the indictment. 

From there, Hickman, pale as a ghost, 
was led to the courtroom of Superior 
Judge Hardy, before whom he had ap- 
peared on a minor offense six months 


0. 

Seldom have such scenes greeted the 
eyes of a prisoner led into a southern 
California courtroom. The eighth floor 
of th Hall of Justice was a twisting 
mass of humanity eager for a glimpse 
of the short, slight and pallid youth. 
Spectators who were fortunate enough 
to gain access to the tiny courtroom 
stood unmolested on the seats in the 
rear rows to obtain better views of the 
brief legal drama. Scores of officers, 
armed with tear gas bombs, held the 
crowd in check. 

When Hickman came before the sil- 
very-haired presiding judge of the su- 
perior court, who had granted him 
probation for forgery last summer, all 
the former bravado seemed to have 
left him and he stood by the clerk’s 
desk with ill-concealed fear.

Sales of farm machinery during 1927 
were approximately 12 per cent greater 
than in 1926, it is shown by an index 
made public by the Federal Reserve 


Board, 


The increase in sales constitutes one 
indication that farmers enjoyed more 
favorable conditions for their opera- 
tions than in the preceding year. 

The Federal Reserve Board’s index is 
based on sales during 1923. Sales in 
the ensuing years are reported in re- 
lation to the proportion of increase or 
decrease by comparison with that year. 
Thus for each $100 worth of sales con- 
summated in 1923, approximately $99 
worth of machinery was sold in 1924. 
From 1924 to 1927, however, sales in- 
creased each year. 


The 1925 sales volume was $127 for 
each $100 worth in 1923. The 1926 
volume was $143 and that of 1927 was 
$161. 


Like manufacturers, farmers are 
gradually using machinery as a substi- 
tute for manpower although the rate 
of replacement on the farm is not 
equal to that in the factory. Never- 
theless, it is clear that the farmers are 
finding that well devised machines re- 
duce production costs within certain 
limits. Reductions already effected 
through the introduction of farm ma- 
chinery are said to be partly respon- 
sible for the improvement in agricul- 
tural conditions generally in the last 
few months.

Holding ,that the work done by the 
Federal Government in building Wil- 
son Dam and the other Government 
structures at Muscle Shoals was of na- 
tional concern and relating to na- 
tional defense and 
navigation, Assistant Attorney General 
Parmenter yesterday held that the Fed- 
eral Government has full title to the 
properties. 

The opinion, which was forwarded 
by the Attorney General to Senator 
McNary, chairman of the Senate agri- 
culture committee, declared that the 
claim of the State of Alabama to title 
to the properties was without founda- 
tion.

JUDGE STUDIES DATA 
ON SANITY OF REMUS 


Decision May Be Made Today, 
but Jurist Hints He May 
Need More Time. 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Dec. 29 (A.P.).— 
Judge William H. Lueders today pon- 
dered his decision as to George Remus’ 
sanity. It may come tomorrow or an- 
other day may be needed, he said, 

The judge had a great mass of docu- 
mentary evidence from the Remus mur- 
der trial as well as a long transcript of 
yesterday’s sanity hearing to go over 
with the three alienists who sat with 
him in advisory capacities. It was ap- 
parent that Judge Lueders was giving 
much thought to the decision, despite 
his experience in handling such cases. 
He has averaged 400 sanity hearings 
annually for many years. 

Meanwhile Remus waited impatiently 
in the eleventh jail or prison which 
has confined him since he deserted a 
promising legal career in Chicago less 
than a decade ago to become the Na- 
tion’s outstanding prohibition law vio- 
lator. He considered alternative plans. 

Should Judge Lueders decide that the 
Remus of today is sane and therefore 
free of all legal restraint in connection 
with the slaying of his estranged wife, 
Imogene, here last October, there-would 
be a celebration and then work. 

If the probate judge determines that 
he should be immured in the State 
hospital for the criminal insane at 


Lima, Remus plans a strenuous court 
battle.

WHAT TO DO TO PREVENT CROSS- 

EYES IN BABY. 
1 does not mean anything that a 


baby’s eyes cross momentarily from 

time to time. It is another matter 
when the crossing takes place in a baby 
one year old or thereabouts. Particu- 
larly is this true if, the crossing be- 
comes a fixture. To begin with, it 


means that the muscles which point 
the sight first one way and then an- 
other are not in proper balance. The 
pult of some one set is stronger than 
that of the opposing sets. If this is 
permitted to continue indefinitely, the 
two eyes lose their power to fuse their 
pictures and, later on, one or the other 
eye—usually the crossed one—becomes 
blind, or practically so. 

Under normal conditions a picture or 
what is in sight is thrown on each ret- 
ina. Since the eyes are a little distance 
apart the two pictures differ. slightly. 
That which the right eye sees is not ex- 
actly the same as that seen by the left 
eye. Under normal conditions these two 
pictures are so fused that when the 
record is made in the sight center of 
the brain it shows but one picture and 
that, a combination of the two eys- 
pictures. But when the eyes are crossed 
these two pictures are too radically dif- 
ferent for any-fusing. Therefore, after 
crossing develops, the vision passes 
through three stages: double vision, 
then loss of power of fusion, and finally, 
practical blindness in one eye. 


Dr. A. L. Brown warns us against al- 
lowing the eyes of children to remain 
crossed. With young babies some train- 
ing is possible. Part of this training 
is negative and part positive. Bright 
lights, bright objects, and small ob- 
jects on which the vision is concen- 
trated should not be held close to the 
eyes of a baby. Any act which causes 
the baby’s eyes to cross should be 
avoided. 

At. about sixteen months of age 


tested. As a rule, it is advisable to put 
glasses on a cross-eyed baby at about 
that age. Dr. Brown says they can be 
kept on a baby. one and a half years 
old, and breakage is not frequent nor 
hazardous. 

In some cases, putting glasses on a 
cross-eyed baby does not help. In 
those cases the eyes should . be 
straightened by operation done at about 
three years of age.

increased This is one point in which the 
Contract theory seems ta be a distinct 
improvement upon Auction Bridge. 
The penalties in Contract are fa: 
more severe than they are in Auction 
Bridge, but that is merely consistent 
with high Contract counts in general. 
Before the Contract penalties can be 
understood, it is necesary to explain a 


new feature, known as “vulnerability,” | 


which Contract has created. A side-is 
vulnerable when it has won a game; or. 
in other words, when one more game 
will give it the rubber. If both sides 
have won a game, then both sides are 
vulnerable. Being vulnerable materially 
increases the losses when the vulnerable 
side goes down, and also materially in- 
creases the gains when the vulnerable 
side succeeds, as will be seen from the 
folowing tables.

BREAK 
Harmony Assured for 


1928 by Move of 
College Body. 


EW YORK, Dec. 29 (A.P.).—The 
Olympic “harmony program” for 

1928 gained impetus today when 

the. National Collegiate Athletic Asso- 
ciation, at its.annual.convention, voted 
unanimously to return ‘to membership 
in the American Olympic Association. 
This action followed “a similar step 
taken yesterday by the National Ama- 
teur Athlefic Federation. It paves the 
way for the return to the Olympic fold 
of two of the four organizations which 
withdrew a year ago, at Washington, 
after a -split on methods and policies 
with the group headed by the Amateur 
Athletic Union. The other two organ- 


meeting, the Y..M. C. A. and Western 
Conference, are expected to rejoin the 
Olympic body shortly. 

The text of the resolution adopted 
by the N. C. A.-A. follows: 

“Being assured that the tryouts for 
the, Olympic games.of 1928 will be 
conducted on the basis of 1924, we 
recommend that, in the-interest of 
international amity and international 
sport, that the association accept the 
invitation of the president of the 
Olympic committee. to resume member- 
ship’ in the American “Olympic. Asso- 
ciation.” 


Under: the: tryout program, . to 
which reference is made, the 19238 


championships of the N.C. A, A. 
will have the same standing as an 
A. A. U.. sectional tryout,’ with the 
winners: qualifying for. the _ final 
Olympic trials. 


No hitch is expected to develop in 
the program designed to bring together 
the -previously warring factions, but 
thére is some disagreement, neverthe- 
less, on the details of procedure.

To Racing by Mars Cassidy 


Noted Starter Prefers Simple Walking-Un 
Getaway, Saying Mechanical Device Is 
Impractical and Robs Racing of Sport. 


Special to The Washington Post. 


EW YORK, Dec. 29.—Mars Cassidy, 
N dean of American race track 

starters, who has officiated at the 
courses of theJockey Club for many 
years, is opposed to the Various new 
starting devices that provide stalls for 
the horses, He is a strong supporter of 
the walk-up system of starting. 
Mr. Cassidy says: 
“After Many years experience as a 
starter and having seen and used many 
different kinds of gates and barriers, 1 
am convinced there is none as practi- 
cal as the present simple device tsed to 
line up horses.. The dafiger in’ the so- 
called stall gates of seriously injuring 
the jockeys and horses will always be an 
argument against ‘their use. 


“I have thought this matter over 
frequently, have carefully examined 
and tried out many of them with 
the hope of finding something that 
would help to improve the starting. 
but up to the present I have seen 
nothing. that can be recommended 
as an iniprovement on the simple 
device that is used on most of the 
tracks in America. 


“All of the stall gates I havé seen 
aré practically the same ty too cum- 
bersome in their construction and too 
dangerous to be practicable. 


“Horses and jockeys are not mechani- 
coal tpings, and the more you endeavor 

make them such, the more you ith- 
jure the sport. There is always a cer- 
tain degree of chance n to cre- 
até and maintain the appeal, the real 
sport contains. 

“If it is only a game and a mechani- 
cal game it becomes & business proposi- 
tion into which any body can enter, 
but when real men and real women, at- 
tend the sales at Saratoga and pay top 
prices for yearlings and afterward look 
forward with pleasure to their develop- 
ment, that is sport. You must do 
nothing to take the sport feature. away, 
for it is the backbone of the turf. 

“And when you meet a person who is 
seldom satisfied with the way racing is 
conducted in New York—look out! 


“In my opinion, there is only 
one method of starting horses. 
That is, first obtain a starter in 
whom most of the real people of 
the turf have implicit confidence. 


I realize that this is not an easy job, 
but there are plenty of men who can 
fill the bill satisfactorily, if they are 
paid according to their ability. Then 
the walk-up start should be used. It 
has been argued by some that it can 
not be done, but I know it can be done 
because it has been done before and it 
surely can be done again.”

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> PAY RAISE SOUGHT 
BY BUSINESS MEN 


Merchants and Manufactur- 
ers Want Increase of $300 
Annually for Each. 


WANT STONE BOUGHT 
FROM HOME QUARRIES 


Point Out How Use in Federal 
Building Program Would 
Help. Washington. 


An increase in pay of $300 annually 
for District policemen and firemen, and 
equalization of the wage scale, with the 
proposed addition for the United States 
park police to conform to the Metropol- 
itan force was advocated yesterday at a 
meeting of the board of directors of the 
Merchants and Manufacturers Associa- 
tion. 


The proposed vagrancy bill to curtail 
robberjes as well as an increase in pay 


for the District Commissioners was also 
recommended. The directors also went 
on record indorsing a community chest 
for social service in the National Cap- 
ital in line with action taken recently 
by other trade organizations. 

A resolution was approved calling 
for the use, where possible, of stone cut 
from nearby quarries, in the new Fed- 
eral building program. It was pointed 
out that adjacent to Washington are 
two quarries which furnish an excellent 
grade of stone, and this should be used 
to stimulate home patronage.

CONTROL OF AIRPORT 
HALTS DRAFTING BILL 


Commissioners Undecided on 
Management of Field at 
Gravelly Point. 


Whether the War Department or the 
District government shall control the 
proposed airport is a question which 
is delaying the draft of a bill to au- 
thorize its establishment at Gravelly 
Point, Va., it was learned yesterday. 

The Commissioners are having a bill 
prepared for Submission to Congress, 
but they have not yet made up their 
minds as to who shall manage the 
business. They say the Government 
departments will use the fteld almost 
exclusively at first, but that “hey ex- 
pect commercial air business to develop 
later. 

As at present written the bill pro- 
vides for the appointment by the Com- 
missioners of an airport manager who 
Shall be an experienced aviator and 
whose salary shall be fixed under the 
classification act. |The bill will au- 
thorize the expenditure of $1,500,000, 
but the Commissioners have not yet 
decided whether they shall recommend 
that it be divided 60 and 40 per cent, 
respectively, between the District and 
Federal governments or 50-50. It is 
probable that the draft will be sub- 
mitted by the Commissioners to the 
War Department for approval before 
being forwarded to Congress. 


Death Rate in U. S. 
Increased in 1926 


The death rate of the continental 
United States was 12.2 per 1,000 in 1926 
as compared with 11.8 for 1925, an in- 
crease of one death for every 2,500 pop- 


ulation, according to a bulletin issued |. 


yesterday by the Department of Com- 
merce. The number of deaths was 
1,285,927 in 1926 as compared with 
1,219,019 in 1925. 

Of the number of deaths last year, 
269,370 were from heart disease, almost 
double the 107,797 deaths of pneumonia, 
which is next on the list. The death 
rate from heart disease was 199 per 100,- 
000 population in 1926, as compared 
with 185 in 1925. Cancer was high in 
the scale, with 99,833 deaths in 1926 
aS compared with 95,504 in 1925. The 
deaths from suicide were 13,410.in 1926, 
and from homicide, 9,210.
